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Chain businesses start 
recovering from flood

As if the lagging economy was not 
enough to worry about, area marinas 
along the Chain O' Lakes are now finally 
making money again after the boating 
season opened some six weeks late. 

Local marinas, such as Sequoit Harbor _ 
in Antioch and Korpan's Landing in Fox " 
Lake, have found it tough going until the 
ban on the Chain was lifted. 

"We lost six weeks of preparation and 
water time," said John Moulis, an owner 
of Korpan's Landing. "Now, we arc so 
biisy trying to get everyone in the water 
that wants to boau" 

According to Moulis, it was those six 
weeks that the Chain was closed that 
caused the logjam of boaters' that now 
want their boats in the water. 

The story is the same in Antioch 
where Sequoit Harbor General Manager 
Joyce Gavin said her businesses' 135 boat 



owners are all itching to navigate their 
favorite waters on the Chain. 

"Right now. we are wall to wall 
boats," said Gavin. "We are trying to 
accommodate all of our customers and get 
them into the water." 

High water, according to Gavin, 
caused some damage to some of the 
harbor's boat slips as water rose over the 
property's seawall. 

"We had some damage and need to 
rebuild some piers, but will get those 
boaters out who wish to get in the water," 
said Gavin. 

Both marinas are Hoping for better 
weather, though, to improve business and 
possibly make up for the slow stJait to the 
1993 boating season. 

"We arc going to have an absolutely 
great summer," said Moulis. Gavin added, 
"If the weather improves, it will be great 
for the entire industry."

Angry residents of

Hartz explained that when the plans for 
the subdivision were approved by the 
Antioch Village Board, the village 
approved the plan without the requirement 
of the turn lanes. However, IDOT 
required the turn lane work. 

"The cost is $100,000 for the IDOT 
requirements," explained Hartz. "We have 
sent in all of the plans and IDOT made 
some corrections." 

"One of the big hang ups" said Hartz, 
"was that in order to put in the drive, we 
would have had to move a utility pole." 
All of these things held up the work,

Law restricts road use 
for bicyclists, skaters 

Skateboarders 
will find no 
place to ride

As the summer season begins, more 
and more bicycles, skateboards and skates 
can be seen on the roads. But, before 
hitting the streets, it is important to know 
the rules and regulations conceming public 
safety. 

The Village of Antioch intends to 



enforce an ordinance regtilating the use of 
bicycles, skateboards and skates. 
Individuals caught violating this ordinance 
are subject to fines of not less than S25 
and not more than $500. 

Except in the business district, bicycle 
riders should use any public path or 
sidewalk adjacent to the street and not ride 
in the streets or roadways. 

But, riders must ride in the streets in 
the central business district of Antioch. 
The business district includes Orchard 
Street, from Hillside to Main; Main Street 
from Wilton to Depot; and on Lake Street 
from Hillside to Main.

Believe it- or not, the North Shore 
Improvement Association on Loon Lake 
in Antioch Township, turned 50 last 
week.

Dredging starts on Chain

The summer boating season officially 
opened as the Chain C Lakes Waterway 
Agency began its annual dredging 
program on May 17 in Antioch 
Township. 

Agency Executive Director Karen 
Kabbes said that the agency's amphibious 
backhoe will dredge five Antioch-area 
channels before it moves the hoe down 
stream to the Algonquin region of the 
Fox River on June It). 

"Part of our goal is to have clean 
water," said Kabbes. "If a channel is 
shallow, sediment is stirred up every time 
a boat passes which reduces water quality. 
By dredging, we will be helping the water 
clarity." 

Kabbes added that the dreading and 
general clean-up of the Chain is essential 
because a greater number of people each 
year are using the Chain, and most do not 
live in the region. , > 

"Our agency serves an important 
function because it would be too hard for 
the homeowners to handle every issue 
facing the Chain," said Kabbes. 

Another concern Kabbes has is what 
affect the elimination of the dam near 



Wilmol, Wis. will have on sediment 
accumulation in the Chain region. 

"This year's high water and the 
elimination of that dam will pose a real 
challenge for the agency's projects this 
year," said Kabbes 

In addition, Kabbes said that the 
agency will be able to "rake" the fioor of 
a channel or lake to help remove debris or 
submerged objects that hinder navigation. 

"You never know what you will find 
down there," said Kabbes. 

According to Kabbes, the agency has 
found washers and dryers, cars and various 
other debris at the bottom of Chain lakes 
and channels. 

"One guy was pushing old cars out 
onto the ice waiting for the ice to break," 
said Kabbes. 

The agency is offering the dredged 
material to those residents who have a use 
for the sediment. Kabbes adds that all the 
agency asks is that the requester have all 
the state and county permits needed to 
move the material and for its proper use. 

According to Kabbes the material has 
been used as backfill and as top soil at 
some local developments and a fuuirc golf 
course.

Waterway Agency plans 
record number of projects

The Chain O* Lakes-Fox River 
Waterway Managenr^cnt Agency, which 
was designed to ensure the safely of both 
the lakes and the people who use them, is 
set to offer a world record number of 
projects this boating season. 

The agency, according to Waterway 
Chaiiman Dr. William Dam, was set to 
get off to an early siart, before the water 
in the area rose dramatically in April 
causing flooding in many areas near the 
Chain. 

"The water is going down daily and 
we arc just getting back to normal on the 
water," said Dam. 

Dam announced thai the firet work of 
the year will occur near Vacadon Village 
in Antioch Township to get that area 
passable to boat traffic again. Other 
projects will span Uie entire Chain from 
Algonquin to Antioch throughout the 
entire summer. 

The agency announced at its March 
meeting that it approved 29 dredging and 
raking projects for the 1993 season. 



This is a record number of projects," 
s^d Pkector George Thompson, ccH:hair 
of the dredging commiuee. 

The five projecis scheduled for Lake 
Mane, Petite, and one in Stanton Bay 
should be completed by the end of the 
month. Tue dredging equipment will then 
be moved south, where 23 channels and 
sites will receive work on the lower 
Chain. 

"I'm very pleased to finally have our 
equipment moving," said Agency 
Supervisor Jon Lund. 

Though the high water delayed the 
start of the dredging operations by over a 
month, there was one unexpected benefit 
to the agency. Flood water at the marine 
base, which housed the equipment over 
the winter, allowed the crews to float the 
dredge equipment into the waterway 
saving the agency the usual $3,000 crane 
bill to lift the equipment in the water. 

Dam added that the Waterway crews 
are now busy placing safely buoys and 
removing flood debris from the water 
before the busy Memorial Day weekend in 
two weeks.

Haubert, on the other hand, wants 
immediate action. "We have heard this 
for two years" she told the board.

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Day care at school

Program being studied 
by Dist. 95 offers special 
benefits for latch-key 
children. 

A new social service — providing day 
care—is being carved out for the public 
schools which have been sagging under 
the weight of mandates and demands in 
recent years. 

Only this is one service that not only is 
needed and in much demand, but a 
contribution for community good that 
probably can be performed without 
heaping additional burdens on taxpayers. 

The service is providing before and after- 
school day care or perhaps, more 
accurately, making before and after-school 
day care possible. Typical of what the 
schools could do is a plan being studied 
by Lake Zurich School Dist. 95 where the 
school would rent rooms for a program 
that would be administered by Buehler 
YMCA. 

Supt. Edward P. Cox said the program 



is designed to be "revenue neutral." The 
Y will provide child care for a fee and pay 
DisL 95 rent. Lake Zurich is looking at a 
service that would provide morning care 
from 7 to 8:30 o'clock and an after-school 
segment from 3 to 6 p.m. 

Because the available care time is tied 
closely to school hours and on school 
property, the program probably won't 
compete that much with private day care 
centers which are designed to focus on 
pre-school children. The Lake Zurich- 
YMCA plan sounds like ihe conceniration 
will be on "latch-key" children, the ones 
who quite often wind up fending for 
themselves after their parents leave for 
work and before pop and mom get home 
at night. 

If that's the case, there is no doubt that 
day care with the school tie-in will be 
beneficial. Whether it will be workable 
remains to be seen. That's where the 
Dist.. 95 study will be helpful for both 
Lake Zurich and neighboring 
communities where there is a demand for 
more day care facilities.

An eye-opening statistic coming out of 
the testimony was the fact that Great 
Lakes possesses 924 undeveloped acres for 
future expansion of the 1,628-acre 
facility, already regarded as the wprld's 
largest naval traming center. 

Now that all the testimony is in, 
plaudits are due members of VOICE, the 
citizens' group fighting for Great Lakes* 
survival who early on learned of the threat 
to the base and organized political and 
community support to save this vital cog 



in the economy of Lake County. 
VOICE volunteers are the unsung heroes 
of the fight to save Great Lakes.

Sam and Joe Guinta used to play gin 
rummy in the kitchen at Sammies on 
winter afternoons when business was 
slow. 

"It was pretty quiet the first few years; 
it wasn't always gravy," said Sam, co- 
owner of what is now a bustling food 
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stop on Rte. 120 in Grayslake. 

It's been 21 years since the brothers 
bought the little ice cream stand in 1972. 
They started out serving up hot dogs 
and fries at their father's stand in the 
Portage Park area of Chicago. 

"I used to come up here to visit my 
grandparents," said Sam. "The owners 
here were looking to scU, so we decided it 
was time to expand." 

"It was like a Tastee Freeze, just open 
in the spring and summer.

"We stayed open year 'round. Winter 
afternoons were slow but summer nights 
were busy." 

Joe added, "We were the only ones 
open then. We drew from all the areas 
around here. We had a good increase in 
business because of the additional people 
in the area." 

"Grayslake has grown into a bedroom 
community," says Sam. "We're on the 
outskirts. Most of our business here is at 
lunch." 

In the early years, one loyal customer 
repeatedly inquired about a job for her 
teenage son. 

"We didn't need much help in the win- 
ter," says Sam. 

They finally found a spot for him in 
the spring of 1976. Dave Keith is now 
owner/operator of the Sammies in Round , 
Lake, which opened in 1982. 

"They treat me like a brother," he 
says. 

"We try to make it a congenial place 
to work, " says Sam. "We want kids that 
really want a job." 

Dave has noticed that the kids who 
leave his store to go to work for one of 
the chains generally come back. 

"It's a lot of thinking and decision- 
making," says Dave, who lives above the 
store, "but I don't have to drive to work." 
The Round Lake store has been serv- 
ing gyros for the past seven or eight 
years. 

"It's the largest-selling item in the 
evening now. Almost every order then has 
at least one gyro on it," says Dave. 

He's gelling ready to add another spe- 
cialty item for dinner but wasn't ready to 
divulge what that might be.

ON DEDUCTING POINTS 

When you take out a new real estate loan 
for the purchase or refinancing of a home, 
there will usually be points to be paid. One 
point equals one percent of the amount of the 
loan. Can you deduct this amount from your 
current taxable income? It all depends. 

If the loan is for the purchase of a new 
home, the dollar amount of the points is fully 
deductible in the year you paid it. However, if 
the loan Is for the refinancing of a present 
mortgage, the points are not currently 
deductible. Instead, they must be written off 
over the life of the mortgage. 

For example, if you refinance a mortgage 
for M 00,000. for 15 years and pay two points 
(*2,000), you can deduct 1/1 5th of the amount 
paid for points each year - *1 33.33. 

There is one condition where you can 
refinance your home and deduct the amount 
paid for points in the current year: that Is if the 
mortgage proceeds are to be used for home 
improvements.

the nation, the lowly 
cockroach. 

German cockroaches, 
for instance, will feast on 
everything from dirty 
garbage cans to the glue in 
a dresser drawer, accord- 
ing to the National Pest 
Control Association. 

American cockroaches, 
a larger variety often 
found in older city 
dwellings, love most left- 
overs, but will happily 
make do no book-bbid- 
ings and paper with 
starchy sizing. 

It's easy to see why 
cockroaches are consls- 
tendy picked as the most 
hated pest, since they 
spread disease and bac- 
teria rapidly. About eight 
percent of the U.S. popu- 
lation is allergic to 
roaches, wtiich have been 
around an estimated 350 
million years. 



There are things you 
can do to control cock- 
roaches: 

• Store food in airtight 
glass or plastic containers. 

• Wipe up food spills 
Immediately;- keep coun- 
ters, floors and cabinets 
clean. 

• Vacuum frequendy. 

• Keep garage cans 
tighdy covered. 

• Seal cracks and 
crevices, caulk openings 
around pipes, fixtures and 
cabinetry. 

You don't have to see a 
mouse scurrying across 
your kitchen floor to know 
you have an unwanted 
visitor. Telltale signs of a 
resident rodent Include 
chewed wires, furniture, 
t)ooks, or food storage 
containers, or the pres- 
ence of droppings. 

Rats and mice are no 
small nuisance. They 
cause from $500 mUllon 



to $1 billion a year in 
property losses and health 
care. They cause structural 
damage with their bur- 
rowing, and spread dis- 
ease. 

More than 45,000 rat 
bites are reported each 
year, mosdy to children 
under sbc yeeirs old. In ad- 
dition, some 20 percent of 
fires of unknown origin 
are thought to be caused 
by rodents gnawing 
through electrical wiring. 

To control rodents, the 
National Pest Control As- 
sociation suggests: 

• Clear away boxes, 
lumber, fljewood and 
other debris that might 
harbor rodents. 

• Plug foundation 
cracks and crevices and 
openings around pipes 
entering the house. 

• Don't leave food out- 
doors for your pet.

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Peat moss secret is out: Great gardens begin at root level 



The secret to beautiful 
gardens is at root level- 
In the soil. So don't covet 
your neighbor's fabulous 
flowers, stunning shrubs, 
venerable vegetables and 
luscious law^ns; build the 
foundation needed for a 
yard that will rival Eden. 

Plant roots require soil 
that is loamy, neutral, 
with the capacity for good 
drainage and full of or- 
ganic material. Chances 
are that the plot of earth 
that's your property does- 
n't possess all these char- 
acteristics. 

Do a quick quality 
check to determine the 
condition of your soli. 
Scoop up a handful of dirt 
and study its texture. If it's 
thick and lumpy and 
clings together in a ball, 
it's heavy clay. Plant roots 
have a hard time 
penetrating clay, and they 
will starve due to lack of 
air and water. 

Luckily, one soil 
amendment wlU take over 
where Mother Nature, or 
the developers, left off. 
Canadian Sphagnum Peat 
Moss improves the texture 
and performance of all 
soils, both good and bad. 
It will aerate clay, bind 
sand, dramatically reduce 
the leaciiing of nutrients 
and hold up to 20 times its 



weight in water. 

A general rule of 
thumb is to work a two- 
inch layer into the top six 
inches of soil. For year- 
round soil conditioning, 
add Canadian Peat Moss 
to the garden in both the 
spring, before planting, 
and in the fall, after har- 
vesting. 

The pH level of your 
garden should also be an- 
alyzed so necessary ad- 
justments can be made. 
The pH, or level of alka- 
linity or acidity, is mea- 
sured on a scale of 1 to 14. 
Seven is neutral; numbers 
above indicate alkaline 
soil and numbers below 
show acidic conditions. 
Soil amendments and 
fertilizers may affect the 
acidity or alkalinity of 
your planting bed. Cana- 
dian Sphagnum Peat 
Most is again beneficial 
because it has a pre-

on land as the glaciei^ re- 
ceded at the end of the Ice 
Age.

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Pulling unsightly weeds can be a family activity 



Having picnics, going 
to movies, playing 
Monopoly — these are all 
activities that are national 
family pastimes. But what 
about weeding together? 
Yes, weeding — pulling 
those bothersome, un- 
sightly weeds out of the 
lawn and garden as a 
family activity. 

Though a family may 
get dirtier weeding the 
garden than playing 
Monopoly, there are many 
benefits, too. First, it's 
great group exercise — 
kneeling, lifting, stretch- 
ing, pulling — and by the 
end of the season, your 
family will be in better 
shape than any other in 
the neighborhood. Sec- 
ond, it helps the environ- 
ment when you Ccu-efully 
remove weeds, then pre- 



vent them from returning 
by installing landscape 
fabric instead of spraying 
with potentially danger- 
ous chemicals. 

Weeds can destroy the . 
serenity of any home . 
lawn. Broadleaf weeds, 
such as dandelions, pig- 
weed and ragweed, are 
common lawn invaders 
and difficult to eradicate. 
Fortunately, they're easy to 
pull out by hand and 
nearly any child can han- 
dle the task if an adult 
demonstrates how to do it 
correcdy. 

The best time to puU 
weeds is when the earth is 
loose or soft, a day or two 
after a Dght rain. Because a 
weed's roots can grow 
much longer below 
ground that its above- 
ground height, it's impor- 



tant to pull straight up to 
get as much of the root as 
possible. It's also impor- 
tant to grasp the weed at 
the crown, the thick - 
stemmed area just above 
the soil surface, to pull out 
the entire plant. 

If a lawn has an abun- 
dance of broadleaf weeds, 
a weed-killing spray can 
be applied, but only as a 
last resort. Never apply a 
herbicide in the presence 
of children or pets and 
stricdy follow label direc- 
tions. 

Weeds in a flower gar- 
den are burdensome but 
easier to take care of if two 
or more people work on it 
together. The first step is 
to pull all weeds out tsy 
hand. The second step Is 
to cover the bed with a 
landscape fabric.

scape fabrics permit air 
and water to travel 
tliroughout the fabric to 
the soil, but block sunlight 
from weed seeds to keep 
the area weed-free. 

If the plants in the 
flower bed have yet to be 
planted, cover the bed 
with the fabric then cut 
holes or x's into the fabric 
with scissors everywhere 
you intend to put a plant 
or flower. Cut the holes or 
x's large enough to insert 
the plant directly through 
the fabric and into the 
soil. 

If the flowers have al- 
ready been planted, cut 
holes or x's into the fabric 
that are slightly larger 
than the plants them- 
selves. Gently pull the fab- 
ric over the plants so that 
the fabric lays flat on the 
soil surface. 

Once the fabric is in 
place, cover the fabric with 
gravel, pebbles or wood 
nuggets. 

Weeds in a vegetable 
garden can attract bother- 
some insects to food-bear- 
ing plants. But it's espe- 
cially important not to 
spray weed or insect 
killers in a vegetable gar- 
den as they could taint the 
vegetables. The simple 
solution is to gather the 
family to weed on a regu - 
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lar basis. With several 
people working at the 
same time, it won't take 
long to weed-out every 
row. 

Thought most grasses 
won't grow in the shade 
around the bases of shrubs 
and trees, some weds 
seem not to mind. Any 
family member can re- 
move the weeds by pulling 
them out by hand, then 
use a spade to dig up any 
weed roots remaining be- 



low the soil surface. 

The next step may re - 
quire two or more people, 
depending on the size 
and shape of the shrub or 
tree. Place a strip of land- 
scape fabric on the soil in 
a ring around the trunk se- 
curing it with fabric pegs. 
The inside edge of the 
fabric is in place, cover it 
with gravel or wood 
nuggets and you won't see 
another weed there for 
years.

Carrots will grow in 
spring, but fall's cool 
weather improves their 
flavor.

Treat the tiny seeds 
tenderly. The trick is to 
plant the fragile seeds 
deep enough so that they 
won't dry out, yet shallow 
enough so they can easily 
break through the soil. 



Water daily to keep the 
seedbed moist; If the 
seeds dry out even once, 
they won't come up. 

Carrot seeds germi- 
nate slowly and sporadi- 
cally, but all should sprout 
within three weeks. If you 
don't see any signs of the 
seedlings by then, sow 
again. It's time to thin the 
seedlings when they are 
about an hich tall. It's less " 
distributing to their roots 
if you simply cut off extras 
at the soil line with small 
scissors. 



Be sure to keep the 
tiny seedlings weeded be- 
cause they can't compete 
with big, faster growing 
weeds.

Perfection lies somcwliere outside the woodcraftlng 
work of Robert Lyons. A chef by trade and, at different 
times during his life, a photojournalist, baker, and chil- 
dren's magician by choice, the higlcsidc resident shapes 
his miniature companions with thoughtful imprecision. 

Attentive to imagination, indefmite in detail. 

"That's on purpose," Lyons explained, swishing curled 
shavings and sawdust from a basement workbench.

O'Hare Airport's People 
Mover Up And Running

If you have parked in one of the remote lots at O'Hare 
anytime during the la.st year, you may have noticed an 
elevated track with single train cars marked "test" ranning 
bictwccn the lol.s and the icmiinals. What you saw was 
O'Harc's new Airport Transit System, or "ATS". Finally, 
this long awaited system is now in operation. 

At '6 a day compared lo '16 a day for parking in the main 
loLs, the remote loLs arc usually my choice. However, prior 
lo the ATS, you would have to lake a shutllc bus lo get 
from the remote lots to the terminal, a trip which could run 
anywhere from 15 to 45 minutes. With the new ATS, the 
trip from the remote lots to terminal 3 is about 5 minutes. 
Terminal 2 is 6 minutes and Terminal 1 is 7 minute.^. 

As you may have noticed from these times, Uic ATS 
travels In the opposite direction of airport traffic. Before I 
explain just where you can get on or off, there have been 
some changes of which you should be aware. 

At the end of May, the new International Terminal will 
open. It will also be known as Terminal 5. The old 
International Terminal, which will still service some 
outgoing charters for awhile, will still be known as 
Terminal 4. 

Now slay witii ma on this. Remote parking lot C has been 
renamed lot E. The remote lot on the cast side of 
Mannheim which was called lot E is now lot F. Got that? 

O.K., so here's how tlie ATS works. If you park in remote 

j lot F, you will be bused to tlic ATS Station in lot E. Even if 

j you park in lot E, you may still want to make use of a bus 

that will circle the lot to get from your car to the ATS 

j station near the entrance to lot E. 

From there the ATS stops first at Terminal 5 

(lutcmational), then on to Terminal 3. The next stop 

services Terminal 2 and Terminal 4 (Interim International) 

j as well as tlic Hilton Hotel. The final stop is Terminal 1 

(United). 

Remember when you return from your trip the only way 
to get back to your car in the remote lot is by the ATS. 
People can still be found waiting for the parking lot shuttle 
' buses which arc no longer mnning.

Q! Dcar...Search: I am currently finishing my third year of 
college and due to get out at the endof May. lamoneofmaiw,! 
am sure, who will nc»id to work this summer to finish my firial 
year of coUcge. I am trying lo seek enyloymeni for the ruinmcr 
cither on a full or part time basis. How do you feel I should go 
about this task! I anend school out of stale lo fcr me to run up 
expensive telephone calls and countless letters may not prove 
cflecuve. What approach can you suggest? J.D. * LibotyvilJe 

A: I>car J.D. Judging by the date of your later (May 10), I felt I 
should address this situation in this week's column. For college 
students aiming for employment over iJw summer months, my 
advice is lo start early. For example, the months of February arxl 
March are ideal for landing summer jobs. If you plan to work 
over the suinmer...you should begin your search as early as 
possible. If you are responsible and take your work seriously, 
Keep in mind that corporations and local companies, around those 
months, have already begun to prepare for offering college 
internships as well. I recommend college internships for the 
summer breaks, because it csi allow you to earn and learn. Did 
you know thae are many companies, such as ours, who will 
allow a college student to earn college credits while working to 
gain eKpericncc needed in their field? For instance, an accounting 
major may be able lo find a position within a coqMxulion where 
ihcy may be auditing, or calculating inventories. A business 
major may fmd ihcmsdvcs working in an adininistnlivc assistant 
type of position and a journalism major...writing copy or byoul 
for a local newsps>er. Be resourceful. Some colleges require you 
to pay for ibc college credits, however, if you are able to fulfill 
your schools requirements, you can twi only end upwiih the 
college credii, but money in your pockets as well. (NOTE: Only 
ny for college credits if you need ihcm.) Requirements for these 
internships differ. Some require a paper at the end of the 
internship or a daily journal, some require a portfolio of samples 
of accomplishments and odien rcouirc letters of recommendation 
from various dq>artmcnt heads inat you come in contact with 
while employed. All colleges ani universities that I have come In 
contact wiih do however, require the internship be rcbucd to the 
major dte student is enrolled ia Fir>d out who lo coniAct in your 
school regarding intcmshipi. Understand diat there may only be a 
handful df internships which have been offered to your school, 
but that doesn't mean tJiat you carmot do well on your own. 
Again, be resourceful, speak with anyone you know who may get 
you tlie name of a person of authority in a company., jnake the 
call youisclfi Ckxxl Luck!

It was a time vyhen basketball was 
still dominating the headlines.

"I was not here last year because I 
broke a leg. I worked on getting my 
strength back and all the work paid off. 
This was my best routine of the year. Not 
only physically, but emotionally,"

The juniors are hoping to continue 
next year, although nay-sayers are specu- 
lating it may be Liberty ville with the best 
team. 

"It feels great. Hopefully wc can get 
back here.

North Chicago Commu- 
nity High School's boys 
track and field team may not 
have been a factor in the 
North Suburban Conference 
meet Saturday at 
Mundelcin, but Coach Rod- 
ney Hampton and assistant 
Coach Tony Harris have 
plans to change all that 

North Chicago had 21 
points for eighth place. 

Like everything else at 
North Chicago, the track 
and field coaching situation 
is a unique one as neither 
the head nor the assistant 
coach have full-time teach- 
ing jobs there. 

Harris is a volunteer assis- 
tant. He met Hampton dur- 
ing their connections 
through work at Abbott 
Laboratories. 

"Abbott has a project 



called Diversity Alliance'," 
Harris explained as the meet 
wore down with Liber- 
ty ville the winner. 

Overtime 

"I went to a meeting and 
one of the members said a 
project would be to volun- 
teer coaching at North 
Chicago High School. I 
started out by developing 
strength and conditioning 
programs for all the kids. I 
work with the sprinters now 
and we have some lough 
sprinters at the frosh-soph 
level," Harris said. 

Hampton is unique in 
Lake County as he is one of 
few to have tried to be the 
head coach in three of four 
boys sports: football* 
wrestling and track and 
field. 



"It is so easy for them 
(teachers) to ridicule what is 
Uiere rather than try to help. 
Anybody can coach a good 
athlete. But when it comes 
time to help some of those 
kids that are borderline, help 
them to get off the street, 
no one wants to help. They 
say 'he*s no good'. He can't 
do that. Rather than say, 
'he's a border-line kid, let's 
get him out of the gang, get 
him off the street, do some- 
thing so he can participate. 

"But they don't do that 
there. The only thing want 
to do is ridicule," Hampton 
said. "If the teachers aren't 
helping to work with some 
of the border line kids, then 
they don't need to be out 
there.

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Richmond aims to name Memorial Hall Wstoric site

The effort to save and restore 
historical Memorial Hall in Richmond 
continues on May 24, when members of 
the project meet to discuss the formation 
of a board to handle future events. 

Chris Gallagher, spokesperson for the 
Memorial. Hall project, said the meeting. 
7 p.m. at Memorial Hkll. will be used as 
the opportunity to form a Memorial Hall 
Board, which will have the task of 
managing grant money and future events 
involving the hall. 

The hall was built in 1907 and it 
quickly became one of thc'major focal 
points for social activities in the village. 
It is because of this significance, 
Gallagher said, that the building is now 
being considered for the National Register 



of Historic Places. Gallagher added that 
the hall group will present a state panel 
with a slide show in Glencoc on June 18, 
which should give the group an indication 
on whether or not they will make the 
legister. 

Since its construction 87 years ago, 
the two-story, 50 by 80 foot building has 
been used for a variety of social and 
official business by Richmond residents. 

The Village of Richmond, for 
example, was a resident of the hall for 
most of the building's existence, until a 
new municipal building was builti 

"The hall has been used as the home 
of politics and local government," said 
Gallagher. "It's been the focal point of 
recreation and leisure activities. It's a 
wonderful building." 



Richmond High School used the 
building as its gym for basketball games 
until a new gym was built at the school 
in 1949, while the school's drama club 
still uses the stage for plays. This is a 
tradition which began in 1911. 

Memorial Hall was also home to the 
Richmond Library from 1930. to 1991, 
when a new building was built for the 
newly formed Nippersink District Library. 

Since 1991, when the last major 
tenant moved out of the historic structure, 
the hall has been used for after-school art 
classes, local theater productions, 
performances, concerts, recitals, and as a 
meeting place for many community 
groups. 

Gallagher added that the Creative Arts 
Center of Nippersink, a non-profit 



corporation, thought it would be a shame 
if the community didn't save the building 
from demolition. 

"It was the center for governmental 
and social life of the community," said 
Gallagher. "Memorial Hall represents an 
important grassroots trend in American 
cultural and entertainment history during 
the late 19th and early 20lh centuries." 

According to Gallagher, grants to 
upgrade the building's electrical system 
and remove the false ceilings are pending 
and the hall board, expected to be named 
at the May 24 meeting, would enable the 
hall to be restored to its original condition 
and guarantee its preservation in the 
future.

"Our employer of the year was will- 
ing to hire our people eVen though he 
was under pressure to get tiis new store 
open on schedule," said Katherlne 
Doyle, assi';tant director of the Inde- 
pendence Center, a clubhouse for 
adults with a history of mental illness. 
"Mike Hoove? provided a really good 
role model in how an employer can 
support the workers." 

"In addition, we are honoring 12 
Lake County companies tonight that 
are training 17 of our members," said 
Doyle. "With your help, we are chang- 
ing the sjtigma of people with disabili- 
ties; we want to thank you for taking a 
chance with our program." 

"It's a win-win situation when you 
hire someone from the Center's Transi- 
tional Employment Program," said 
Hoover. "I. get an employee who is 
more reliable, is enthusiastic about an 
entry-level position and who wants to 
work — that's 70 percent of the battle." 

Victor and Carl are the two center 
members employed by Hoover at the 
Sizzler. Both men love their jobs and 
are walking advertisements for the 
Transitional Employment Program 
that helps members get-the confidence 



and job skill training they need in or- 
der to be independent members of the 
community. 

Edie, another center member, is 
employed by Sbc Flags Great America in 
the employee's cafeteria. "I just love 
working there," she said. "You gave me 
a chance, and I think it's wonderful that 
you give people a chance. "- 

"We get great enjoyment from hear- 
ing Edie tell us about how happy she is 
at Great America," said Rosemary 
Monahan, inanager of human re- 
sources at Six Flags Great America. 
"Plus, we like to give back to the com- 
munity; we try to extend a helping 
hand." 

"Rosemary and Jim Franz listened 
to me when I told them about our Tran- 
sitional Employment Program," said 
Doyle, "They asked what our members' 
strengths were and matched the job to 
their strengths. We have four members 
working at Sbc Flags Great America 
now — doing a wide variety of tasks." 

Tony, another center member, was 
pleased to introduce his former em- 
ployer, Cheryl Smith. She was also 
honored at the dinner because she is 
leaving the area. "Cheryl was our first 
transitional employer when she was 
manager of the Pier One at Lakehurst," 
said Doyle. "She was very innovative 
with us and gave many of our people 
advanced responsibilities." 

"Focus on your abilities— not your 
disabilities; that is the advice that 1 gave 
to the program employees," said 
Smith. "Plus, it always helps to have 
good people to train, like the members 
you seiit from the Independence Cen- 
ter program," 

"I figure if you have a good job and 
a good boss it makes life a lot easier," 
said Tony. He just started a new transi- 
tional placement, as club house assis- 
tant at Brae Loch Golf Course in 
Grayslake. . _

The Transitional Employment 
Program (TEP) is unique, the oiily one 
of its kind In Illinois, according to 
Doyle. The program prepares the 
members for employment before they 
take one of the six month positions. 
And, the center will help out if there is 
any problem. 

Counselors at the Independence 
Center act as job coaches. They also 
learn the employees' jobs, help train 
the workers at the center and help 
them to work out little details — like 
how wiU they get to work. 

An extra benefit for the employer Is 
that the job coach will step in and work 
if the employee is unable to be on the 
job for any reason. Ken Lowden, one of 
the center counselors, said that only 
once has he needed to go to a job in 



place of an employee. 

The Transitional Employment 
Progrcim was developed in 1957 by the ^ 
Fountain House, a 42 year old inde- 
pendent, nonprofit organization 
aimed at rehabilitating New Yorkers" 
who have spent time in mental hospi- 
tals. The program has now spread to 
some of the 150 clubhouses across 
North America. In the Midwest, other 
clubhouses are the Independence Cen- 
ter in St. Louis, Vail Place in Minneapo- 
lis and Progress Place in Toronto. The 
Fountain House in Malmo, Sweden, is 
the first clubhouse in Western Europe 
to provide transitional employment.

Grilled Cornish hens 
with vegetable stuffing 

3 to 4 Cornish hens (3/4 to 1 lb. each) 
salt 

ground pepper 
1/3 cup white wine 

4 tsps. Dijon mustard 

2 1/2 tsps. dried tarragon 

1/4 cup oil 

4 zucchini (about 1 1/2 lbs.)» halved lengthwise 

1 large red bell pepper, cored and quartered 
12 mushrooms, threaded on skewers 

2 Tbls. chopped parsley 

6 slices crisp bread, crumbled 

4 ounces light Jarlsbery cheese, cut In thin strips 

celery leaves 

Prepare outdoor grill for cooking. Butterfly hens by 
cutting out the backbone of each bird; spread out flat 
and crack breastbone so hen lies flat. Sprinkle hens 
with salt and ground pepper. In small bowl, prepare 
basting sauce; combine wine, mustard and tarragon; 
whisk until smooth. Gradually whisk in oil. 

Arrange hens and vegetables 6 to 8 inches from heat 
source on cooking surface of prepared grill. Brush with 



basting sauce; grUl about 15 minuter for vegetables and 
25 to 30 minutes for hens, or until both are tender, 
turning and basting often. Remove vegetables and 
hens. When cool enough to handle, dice vegetables 
into 1/4 to 1/2 inch pieces; place in bowl and stir in 
parsley and salt and pepper to taste. 

Cut hens in halves or quarters; serve hot, warm or 
cool to room temperature and refrigerate. Just before 
serving, fold crisp bread crumbs and cheese into 
vegetable mixture. 

To serve, arrange vegetable mixture and hens on 
serving platter; garnish with celery leaves.

1/2 cup Instant non-fat dry milk 

2 tsp. vanilla extract 

Prepare topping: 

Cnill a large bowl and beaters. Dissolve gelatin In 
boiling water. Stir in sugar. In chilled bowl, beat 
together Ice water, non-fat dry milk, and vanilla until 
very frothy. Gradually add gelatin mixture and continue 
beating until quite stiff. Chiii for at least one hour before 
using. Makes about 4 cups. 

Preheat oven to 450 degrees. 

Combine strawberries and 2 tablespoons sugar; 
refrigerate at least one hour. 

In a medium bowl, stir together flour, the 1 
tablespoon sugar, baking soda, and baking powder; cut 
in margarine until mbcture resembles coarse crumbs. 
Combine eggs, almond extract, and buttermilk; add to 
flour mixture all at once, stirring until mixed. 

Spray an 8-inch round baking pan with non-stick 
cooking spray. With floured hands, spread dough into 
pan. Bake in a 450 degree oven about 10 minutes or 
until golden. 

Split layer in half; place bottom portion on a serving ■ 
plate.

oral hygiene for older adults. 

Consider the following facts about 
older Americans and oral health. ' 

• Statistics show that people age 65 
and older make fewer dental visits, yet 
they still have important dental needs. 
Two out of three older adults have tooth 
root decay at the gumline as gums re- 
cede; most are affected by some form of 
gum (periodontal) disease, and many 
have recurrent decay around older fill- 
ings. 

• Gum disease is a leading cause of 
tooth loss in adults. Modern dental care 
has new diagnostic and treatment meth- 
ods that can help prevent gum disease or 
halt its progress. 

• A common condition among older 



adults is reduced saliva flow that results 
in dry mouth. Certain medical disorders 
and side effects from some medications 
can cause dry mouth. Saliva Is needed to 
lubricate the mouth, wash away food and 
neutralize the decay-causing acids pro- 
duced by plaque. Left untreated, dry 
mouth can damage teeth and lead to 
other oral health problems. 

• Fluoride is effective in preventing 
cavities In adults. While many older 
adults did not have the benefits of fluo- 
ride when they were younger, 

• More adults are keeping their teeth 
In a lifetime, but if teelh are lost they 
should be replaced in order to maintain 
good oral health. There are several op- 
tions available to replace missing teeth. 
Including bridges, dentures and implants. 

• Fewer people are wearing dentures, 
but those who do must continue good 
oral hygiene practices to maintain overall 
oral health. This includes cleaning and 



brushing dentures dally to remove 
plaque, stains and food deposits; brush- 
ing gums, the tongue and the palate with 
a soft-bristled brush to remove plaque 
and stimulate circulation; and visiting the 
dentist regularly to check dentures and 
make adjustments. 

• As people age, it is essential that 
regular dental check-ups continue be- 
cause of the role oral health has in gen- 
eral health. The preventive care in a
